POINT RICHMOND PROGRESS 


Might Have Ended All War 


Milwaukee Man Died Without Disclosing the Secret of 
Machine Which He Claimed Had Power to 
Annihilate Whole Armies. 


The late Charles D. G. Grotkie, of 
Milwaukee, startled his fellow citi- 


,, wens in 1845 with his announcement 


that he had fashioned a machine 
“which can annihilate entire armies 
with one blow.” 

. Hig invention was “completed” at 
a time when such a machine might 
have been a welcome addition to the 
equipment of the United States 
army, which was then on the eve of 
the war with Mexico. Yet, like many 
other strucgling inventors, Charles 


Db. G. Grotkie and his genius were. 


not recognized, says the Milwaukee 
Journal, 

Rudolph A. Koss, in his German 
history of Milwaukee, published in 
1871, described Grotkie’s invention 
as a “Tausend-Donner-Schreckens- 
Wagen”—a_ thousand thunderbolt 
wagon, Without funds, Grotkie was 
unable to wheel his wagon into the 
world limelight, with the result that 
we dw not know what made its dev- 
astating wheels go. Grotkie refused 
to reveal his secrets, 

Perhaps it was Mr. Grotkie's ear- 
lier surprising announcements that 
undermined public confidence in his 
“death machine.” One of his inven- 
tions had been a steamless steam- 
boat, To prove its merit he 
built three successive models of 
his craft on the Milwaukee river. 
hut unfortunately none of them 
worked. 

Most of the city’s 8,000 inhabi- 
tants took a look at the strange ves- 
sels. He named each of them, in 
turn, the Pride of Wisconsin. The 
first was pronounced a fallure by Mr. 
Grotkie because the mainmast was 
too large. Little ig said in Koss’ 
history about the second and third, 
beyond the fact that neither was 
able to run on its own power. 

“The New York Croesus (Mr. As- 
tor) and President Polk of the Unit- 
ed. States were bo:h .asked ‘to con- 
tribute funds ‘and become partners 
in the venture of Mr. Grotkie, Only 
his Milwaukee friends proved their 
faith in him by giving him-a few 
hundred dollars,” Koss wrote. 

That Mr, Grotkie had an eye for 
business is: evidenced by his modern 
method of: cashing in on his wonder 
boat. After the, first model refused 
to go the inventor instaHed his cob- 
bler shop on it and attracted man 
new customers. | 

But like many another cobbler,. he 
did not stick to his last. The fame 
he achieved through his tnventions 
convinced him of his genius and he 
branched out as a lecturer—on 
health, philosophy and. education. 
Like his announcement about his 
death machine, that regarding his 
first: lecture on health:-was well 
timed. It came in 1852, when. the 
country was suffering from an ept- 
demie of cholera. 

The.-first lecture was entitled, 
“Why More People Die in Summer 
Than in Winter." Mr. Grotkie 
prondsed that-he would: demonstrate 
“hew any man can make. himself 
immune to disease—and &t no cost 
to himself.”

important in Mr. Grotkie’s lecture,” 
Koss wrote. “The address was un- 
usually evell attended, and this en- 
couraged him to give other. similar 
talks.” But again the unfortunate 
Mr. Grotkie’s novel enterprises were 
doomed to failure. 

“How to Raise Children So That 
They Will Not’ Rebel Against Their 
Parents” was the imposing title of 
the next lecture. While telling his 
listeners just how this could be ac- 
complished, he digressed to. the sub- 
ject of the philosophy @ love, the 
body beautiful and white and black 
babies. It might be pertinent to state 
here that the versatile Mr. Grotkie 
was not married and that several 
daring schemes to get himself a wife 
failed ignominiously. His impetuous, 
cave man methods repelled the coy 
maidens of the forties and the fifties. 

“One of his original ideas brought 
him no little woe. He dreamed one 
night that the first girl who coughed 
during church services the following 
Sunday was destined to become his 
wife. So, expectantly, he entered a 
fashionable East side church. He did 
not have to wait long. The. sister of 
a well known attorney coughed loud 
and long. With heroic fortitude 
Grotkie conquered his impatience 
until the services were ended. He 
then knelt before the girl when she 
left the church. He did not get his 
ears boxed, as he had on one occa- 
sion, but he suffered painful humilia- 
tion when the lady laughed at him 
and his strange ardor.” 


SEES. CHEMICALS 
RAISED ON FARM 
OF THE FUTURE 


One expert who believes that a 
“chemical revolution” soon is to 
bring about world-wide change is 
Dr. William J. Hale, research con- 
sultant of the Dow Chemical com- 
pany. In his book, “The farm 


Chemurgic,” he gives significance to 


many relatively little-known proc- 
esses for the industrial utilization of 
farm products recently developed, by 
research chemists of the United 
States Department of ‘Agriculture, 
Iowa State college and other govern- 
mental ‘and industrial. institutions, 
The book has received the indorse- 
ment of the Chemical foundation, 

Doctor Hale .believes that from 
the farms of the nation will come 
the raw materials of the chemical 
factories, instead of from mines, 
wells and other  irreplacéable 
sources. Rather than produce food 
almost exclusively, as at present, the 
farm of the future must devote a 
major portion of its acres to the 
raising. of crops from which can be 
made, by synthetic chemistry, the 
nation’s clothing, its structural and 
building materials, its fuel and oth- 
er necessities. 

When that time comes, there no 
longer will be any need to worry 
about the falling income of the farm. 
There will be a scramble of city folk 
back to the soil. Profound changes 
in government, taxation systems and 
ecanomic structures inevitably will 
result. The chemical revolution will 
make a new world as surely as the 
industrial revolution made the old.— 
Literary Digest.

First Requisite 


For Buoyant Health, Child} 
Requires. Three Good — 
Meals a Day.

The first rule for buoyant good 
health is, eat properly. This is true 
both for adults and children, but the 
selection of foods for chidren de- 
mands special care always. School 
time and winter time both make spe- 


‘elal demands upon the strength of 


children, These demands~ must be 
met by proper nutrition. ; 

A child should have at least three 
good meals a day, each containing 
one or more warm dishes, If he 
eats his noon meal at. home, this 
Should be prepared with care to pro- 
vide him with the materials he 
needs. 

The school child should begin the 
day with a substantial breakfast, in- 
cluding a cereal (preferably a dark 
cereal), milk or cocoa made with 
milk, and fruit, such as oranges, 
prunes, ripe bananas, apples, etc. 
Lunch should corisist of cooked vege- 
tables, perhaps a warm dish such as 
soup or a stew or some other meat 
dish, milk and bread. At-dinner the 
child may receive some lean meat, 
at least-two cooked -vegetables and a 
salad of raw, leafy vegetables, fruit, 
bread and a glass of milk. An egg 
a day is ideal in any diet. 

Milk, fruits and leafy vegetables 
are known as the protective foods, 
because they are rich in the ele 
ments necessary for bodily health.
